Bat public sentiment against the verdict 
has been growing, and the other day the 
Episcopal miniate!s held a meeting and 
unanimously adopted the following reso­ 
lutions : 
In view cf lh© reet ut occurrences in 
our midst we, the Ministerial Union, 
feel constrained to edopt the following 
resolutions : 
First—That we proclaim an abhorrence 
of murder, adultery, ai d all deeds of vi­ 
olence which defile the land with blood 
and violate the laws of Cod and man, 
and depreciate all denominations that 
seem to sanction them. 
Second--Heed veil, that we will endea­ 
vor lo stimulate the public conscience bj 
setting forth the divine law against the 
reckless shedding of human blood and 
the curse the law entails upon the com­ 
munity which refuses to punish the 
crime. 
Third—Resolved, that we invoke the 
pulpit throughout the city and state to 
unite with us in putting down the deeds 
cf violence which have so often dis­ 
graced our land and exposed us to tho 
just rebuke of those who honor the com­ 
mands. “Thou shalt not kill” and “ Thou 
shalt not commit adultery.” 
There is something quite reassuring 
about the foregoing official document. 
The Episcopal ministry is to be congrat­ 
ulated for the courage it has shown in 
adopting tho resolutions. It costs some­ 
thing even now for the clergymen to 
stand up for christian morals in the 
south. When Dr. Thompson, a Presby­ 
terian minister, rebuked murder and 
adultery, Dr. McDow threatened him 
with violence for interfering with his 
business. 
It seems from the 
reports that the 
preachers of Charleston are about the 
only ones who are thoroughbred enough 
to take a public stand against McDow- 
ism 
[of 
that 
city. 
They 
have 
the well wishes of the christian end moral 
eenfiment of the north. 
Look at the other side.

ton News and Courier, the paper edited 
and owned by the murdered Dawson, 
comments thus on the trial .—'‘The trial 
is ended, the verdict bas been rendered, 
the case is closed. We shall not com­ 
ment upon it, but shall from time to time 
publish the views of other newspapers, 
favorable and unfavorable, to the result 
of the trial—simply ss a matter of recoid 
and of current interest.”

William Kemmler, of New York, was 
tried and convicted for murder in the 
first degree, and sentenced to death. The 
session of the New York legislature held 
in 1888, abolished hanging, and substi­ 
tuted therefor electricity. Ktmmler was 
the first murderer to receive a sentence 
under the new law.. Under that law be 
was to be put to death upon some day in 
the week beginning June 24, by elec­ 
tricity in tho manner prescribed by that 
aet. 
It was claimed that this law was en­ 
acted id the interest of humanity, that ad 
▼anoine civilization on tho one hand and 
the progress of tcience on the other, de­ 
manded that thore was a better way to 
take a criminal out of the world than by 
stretching bis nook with a rope. 
Bat 
the condemned man, Kemmler, bas a 
mortal dread of the subtle ti aid. He has 
beard strange stories of horrible deaths 
caused by electricity, and of cases in 
which the fluid created pain only, the 
person recovering after days and weeks 
of intense suffering. Therefore Kem­ 
mler had a stay of execution granted, 
and an investigation is being conducted 
in behalf of the criminal. If he must 
die he wants to be hanged, and his coun­ 
sel is trying to make it appear that the 
new method is not only very cruel, but 
not likely to produce instant death. 
So far the testimony gobs to show that 
there is little doubt if the electric appar­ 
atus, which has been secured for the kill­ 
ing of Kemmler, should send a thousand 
or twelve hundred volts into his body. 
that his death would be instantaneous 
and of course, painless. In the investi­ 
gation, the following instance was ad­ 
mitted as evidence: 
The other say, for instance, a fireman 
named James Harney/in Pueblo, Col., 
while he bad on thick rubber boots, 
stepped on a Westinghouse wire and was 
killed instantly. 
We know that the dy­ 
n a m o bad a pressure of 1,000 volts. If 
that would kill him instantly through the 
conducting rubber boots, the chancts 
are that it would kill him when applied 
to his bare feet. 
Animals have been experimented upon 
at Edison’s laboratory and at Columbia 
oollege and in no case was|tbere a failure 
to produce instant death. One horse, 
weighing 1200 pounds, was instantly 
killed with a force of 700 volts, and 
calves and dogs were iLstantantly by a 
much less force. 
With these facts to 
consider, Kemmler need not fear that he 
won’t have a pleasant death by the pow­ 
erful electric; machine secured for his 
benefit. 
He must die any way, and let 
him be content to pose in death for the 
benefit of science.

KILRAIN DODGING THE OFFICERS 


He Leaves 
Columbus, Intl., with tho 
Sheriff in Pursuit. 
In d ia n a p o lis, Ind., July 12.—Kilrain 
and his party unexpectedly appeared at 
Columbus, Ind., late Thursday afternoon. 
They came from St. Louis to Seymour 
over the Ohio & Mississippi road. At Sey­ 
mour the news reached the party of Sulli­ 
van’s arrost. The announcement disturbed 
Kilrain, who evidently feared that his 
arrest would soon follow. 
A conference 
was held, resulting in their resolving to 
leave the Ohio & Mississippi train and 
come to Columbus, and if possible reach 
Cincinnati by another road. 
Once there 
they expressed tho feeling that they would 
be taken Caro of by friends. 
When the 
party left the train here they wore imme­ 
diately recognized and a crowd soon sur­ 
rounded them. 
They entered a hack and 
were driven to tho Bissell hotel, whore 
Mitchell registered for all. 
Ho attempted 
to fool tho people by giving fictitious 
names. 
They wero shown to their rooms, 
where Kilrain proceeded to take a good 
wash. 
A correspondent was shown into 
the room and asked Kilrain for an inter­ 
view. 
He was stripped to tho waist and bore 
evidence of the terrible punishment he had 
received. 
His body 
appeared 
badly 
swollen and was covered with plasters. A 
big spot on tho right side was blood red and 
bloated. 
His arms were in terrible shape. 
He suffered terribly as Pony Moore assist­ 
ed him to put on an undershirt. 
He could 
barely stand to have tho collar buttoned 
and flinched perceptibly. 
When asked as to what program they 
intended to follow he refused to talk. 
In 
about two hours from tho time of their a r ­ 
rival a carriage drove up to the rear door 
of the hotel and the party were hurried 
into it and driven off at a high rate of 
speed. 
It is presumed they were bound 
for either Shelbyville or Edinburg. 
Sheriff Smith telegraphed Gov. Lowry 
of Mississippi, asking if he desired the ar­ 
rest of the party.

W ashington, July 12.—Tho Secretary 
of the Treasury has decided that all immi­ 
grants Who corno to this country under 
conditions similar to those of the seven 
English imm igrants who recently arrived 
a t New York on tho Obdam are prohibited 
from landing under tho provisions of tho 
alien contract labor law. 
An investiga­ 
tion of thb case in question by tho Treas­ 
ury departm ent shows that J. W. W right - 
son & Co. of London, Eng., have founded 
an agency for tho encouragement 
of 
im m igration to the United States, and 
th at they have agents at Rotterdam and 
a t Seguin, Texas. 
Persons are induced to 
im m igrate to this country by promise of 
employment, anil aro furnished with a 
circular latter to tho Texas agent, whoso 
business it is to procure them work and to 
care for them until they do. 
Tho immi­ 
g rant is required to sign an agreem ent to 
accept tho first employment offered him by 
the Texai 
agent. 
Several im m igrants 
holding these certificates have l>een refused 
landing by tho Collector of Customs at 
New Y ork and tho British Minister at 
W ashington 
made 
formal 
complaint 
against his action. 
He represo nted to tho 
Treasury departm ent th at there was no 
contract either expressed or implied in tho 
transaction, and that, therefore, thoro was 
no violation of law. 
Tho papers were re­ 
ferred to the Solicitor of tho Treasury and 
he has given an opinion th at tho papers 
which the im m igrants are required to sign, 
in which’they agree to'accopt whatever em­ 
ployment is offered them, is a contract 
w ithin the meaning of the law, and Secre­ 
tary W indom to-day acted in accordance 
w ith this opinion.

In th e AVestern T e rrito rie s. 
H elena, M. T., 
July lb .—A strong 
anti-Chinese resolution offered in the con­ 
stitutional convention to-daytis as follows: 
“ No corporation now existing, or here­ 
after formed under tho laws of this State, 
shall, after the adoption of th.’s constitu­ 
tion, employ, directly or indirectly, in any 
capacity, any Chinese or Mongolian. 
Tho 
legislature shall pass such laws as may he 
necessary to enforce this provision. 
No 
Chinese shall be employed on any State, 
county, irunicipal or other public work 
within this State, except as pun’shmont for 
crime. 
“ The Legislature shall discourage by all 
means within its power the immigration 
into this State of all foreigners ineligi! I > 
to 1 et 01110 citizens of the United Stator. 
All contracts for Chinese or cooly labor to 
be performed in this State shall bo void. 
All companies and corporations formed in 
tins country for tim importation of such 
labor shall ho punished by such fines and 
penalties as tho Legislature may prescribe. 
“ Tho Legislature shall 
delegate 
all 
neoefsary power to incorporated cities and 
towns of tho State for the removal of 
Chinese without the limits of such cities and 
towns, or for th dr location within 
pro­ 
scribe I portions of thoso limits.” 
Other resolutions introduced favor com­ 
pulsory education and forbid the employ­ 
ment of 
children under 14 in ndnes or 
factories; request tho Legislature to pro­ 
vide and maintain a State system of irri­ 
gating canals and aitches. 


T h e W ash in g to n H ill o f H ig h ts. 
O ly m pia, TV. T., July 13.—Tho conven­ 
tion spent most of to-day’s session in dis­ 
cussing in committee of tho whole tho re ­ 
port of tho committee on legislation fixing 
the number of representatives in tho le g is­ 
lature at not less than sixty-four and not 
more than one hundred, and making tho 
Senate one-half the size of tho House. Tho 
dotato developed the fact that the Demo­ 
crats nearly all favor a provssion for 
minority representation. 
No action was 
taken. 
Tho report of tho committee on 
preamble and bill of rights was submitted. 
It forbids voting monoy 
for sectarian 
purpos s; guarantees free speech, freedom 
of tho press, right to petition, 
trial by 
jury, to givo bail except for m urder or 
treason; guarantees public trial; makes 
m ilitary subordinate to civil authority; 
forbids imprisonment for debt, slavery, or 
granting special privileges to any one;

C a rn e g ie ’s O ld M en A tta c k th e T ra in 
L o ad ed w ith New E m p lo y es. 
H o m estea d, Pa., July 12—Excitem ent 
is at fever boat among the Carnegie steel­ 
works strikers and many acts of violence 
have been committed. 
Just as tho 9 o’clock train ariivod at 
Homestead station it was surrounded by 
the vigilant sentinels of the strikers. 
One 
car was full of new mop ready to go to 
work. 
TVhon they saw so many strikers 
on tho platform and gathered about tho 
station they became fearful of bodily 
violence and tried to get off tho train. 
They found the doors locked, however, at 
both ends and made a break for tho 
windows. 
Tho train was moving quito 
rapidly, but several managed to get out, 
but not before they had torn their clothing 
badly in an attem pt to extricate them ­ 
selves. 
Over 2,000 mon lined the streot from 
Homestead to Munhall yelling and en­ 
couraging thoso nearest tho mills to pre­ 
vent the new men from gaining entrance. 
This had the desired effect, as only threo 
of the forty who went up got inside the 
gr tos. 
Sheriff McCandless, who camo up 
on tho train, stationed himself a t the gate, 
and it was only the effoct of his prosonco 
that even that number succeeded in getting 
in. 
TVhon tho train roached Munhall 
the car in which tho now mon wore con­ 
fined was attacked with a volley of stones 
thrown by the angry and uncontrollable 
strikers. 
.Windows wore broken and sev­ 
eral of tho men wcro struck about tho head 
and body. 
Ono man received a very ugly 
wound near tho eye, nnd blood was run­ 
ning from his face to tho ground as ho 
walked toward tho city from tho works. 
TV hen tho cars were opened tho men who 
were in them Hocked to tho sides of tho 
road. and many were seen running over 
tho hill to the right of tho train, while ono 
or two wero pretty badly used up. 
Sheriff 
McCandless started for tho city and is ex­ 
pected to bring up a large force of depu­ 
ties on tho scene of tho trouble.

SUBSTITUTE

A M a te ria l W h ic h Is P lia n t as W ell as 
T ra n sln e e n t. 
A translucent substance intended as 
a substitute for glass has been satisfac­ 
torily adopted in some of the public 
buildings of London, and 
various ail- 
3 vantages are claimed for it, among these 
being such a degree of pliancy that it 
may be bent backward or forward like 
leather, and be subjected to considerable 
tensile strain with impunity; it Is also 
almost as translucent as glass and of a 
pleasing amber color, varying in shade 
from light golden to pale brown. 
The 
basis of the material is a web of fine iron 
wire, with warp and weft threads about 
one twelfth inch 
apart, this being in­ 
closed. like a fly in amber, in a streak of 
translucent varnish, of which the base is 
linseed oil. 
There is no resin or {gum 
in the varnish, and, once having become 
dry, it is capable of standing heat and 
damn without undergoing any change, 
neither hardening nor becoming sticky. 
Briefly, the manufacture is accomplished 
by dipping the sheets 
edgewise into 
deep tanks of varnish, and then allowing 
the coating which they thus receive to dry 
in a warm atmosphere. 
It requires some­ 
what more than a dozen of these dips 
to bring the sheets to the required degree 
of thickness, and, when this 
has been 
accomplished, the material is stored for 
several weeks to thorough! yset.

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ORCHIDS TH E LA TEST.' 


The Most Recent and Interesting Floral 
Fad In England. 
When the history of English horticul­ 
ture in the nineteenth century comes to 
be written its most remarkable feature 
will be the position held by the orchid 
family. 
In a period of less than fifty 
years, says Garden and Forest, the cul­ 
tivation of orchids has developed into al­ 
most a passion, and has become an im­ 
portant commercial industry. 
There arc 
millions 
of 
pounds 
invested 
in or­ 
chids 
In 
England 
alone. 
Collectors 
are in all parts of the world searching for 
them. 
They arc objects of interest to all 
classes of the community. 
There arc a few horticulturists 
who 
profess to despise orchids, and who con­ 
stantly discover that a reaction against 
them is setting In. 
But these plants arc 
more popular now than ever, and this 
popularity seems on the increase. 
And 
yet there is no orchid society in England. 
Such plants as chrysanthemums, carna­ 
tions, auriculas, ana roses have each their 
own society. 
Weak efforts to start an or­ 
chid society have been made, but they 
came to nothing. 
There is. 
however, 
special representation promised for or­ 
chids now, the Royal Horticultural so­ 
ciety having decided to appoint a com­ 
mittee of specialists to adjudicate on or­ 
chids alone. 
That such a committee is 
wanted is abundantly evident. 
The num 
ber of men who possess a knowledge 
sufficient to enable them to decide which 
orchids arc good and which bad, what is 
new and what is simply an old plant un 
der a new name, is quite limited. 
When 
one remembers that at the present time 
there are close upon 2,000 species in cul­ 
tivation, not to mention the most count­ 
less varieties and hybrids, the necessity 
for the step which the Royal Horticul­ 
tural society is about to take must be ap­ 
parent.

He continually 
invited and appreciated, at their highest 
value, the prayers of good poeplc. 
The 
pressure of the tremendious problems 
by which Le was 
surrounded, th? 
awful moral significance of the ooniiiot 
la which he was the ohief combatant; the 
overwhelming sense of personal respon­ 
sibility, which never left him for an hour 
—all contributed to produce, in a tem ­ 
perament naturally serious li d predis­ 
posed to a spiritual view of life and con­ 
duct, a sense of reverent acceptance <> 
tbe guidance of 
a Superior Power. 
From that morning when, standing amid 
the falling snowflakes on the railway oar 
at Springfield, he asked the prayi re of his 
neighbors in 
those touching phrases 
whose echo rose that night in invoca­ 
tions from thousands of family altars, to 
that memorable hour when on the steps 
of 
tbe 
capitol 
he bumbled 
him­ 
self before his Creator in tbe sublime 
words of tbe second inaugural, there is 
not an expiession known to have ocme 
from his lips or his pen but proves thnt 
ho bell himself answeiable in every act 
of his career to a more august tribunal 
thar any on earth. The foot that he was 
not a communicant of any ohurob, and 
that he was angularly reserved in regard 
to his persona) religious life, gives oaly 
the greater force to these striking proof.* 
of his profound reverence and faith.

inent statesmen and their 
families, all 
in full dress. 
General Sherman is proud 
of his success as a theatrical manager in 
this instance, and frequently refers to it 
good-humorcdly whenever he pays a visit 
to Mr. Barrett, in his rooms at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel._______________ 


The President’s Private Flag. 
Probably most persons are not aware 
that in addition to the regular American 
flag there is an oflicial flag of the Presi­ 
dent which lie alone is authorized to use 
and which is never displayed except in 
his honor. 
The flag is dark blue, with 
white eagle with outstretched wings and 
holding a shield in its claws. 
Above 
this eagle and between its wings are seven 
white stars and beneath it, half on each 
side, are six more, the thirteen being em­ 
blematical of the original States. 
This 
same desigu was the official flag of Presi 
dent Washington and it has not been a1 
tcred to the present time. 
During Pres 
ident Harrison's recent visit to New York 
it was hoisted on every building he en­ 
tered for any length of time and taken 
down as soon as he left.
